This American precedent justi- 
fies the British seizure of contraband 
before it reaches .Delagoa Bay, but the 
British courts themselves are on rec- 
ord against the principle of a continu- 
ous voyage to an ulterior destination 
through neutral territory, and the con- 
sequent liability of contraband to seiz- 
ure, as in the Bermuda and Springho 
cases. British practice has been 
based upon the William case, and 
precludes the capture of contraband 
until it has left the final neutral! port, 
where it has been received for trans- 
shipment. Strangely enough, the Brit- 
ish government, in order to justify the 
seizure of contraband on the Dundes- 
rath must reverse the decisions of its 
own courts and adopt the American 
precedent in the Peterhof case, which 
it sharply criticised as a violation of 
the laws of neutral commerce nearly 
forty years ago. 

The American grievance, based upon 
the capture of cargoes of flour under 
the British flag, can be easily redressed 
by separating the foodstuffs from the 
ship. The Queen's subjects who owned 
the ship could not trade with the 
enemy without violating the royal proc- 
lamation. The cargoes of flour, when 
placed in the warehouse at Durban, can 
be dealt with apart from the flag un- 
der which they were carried, and as 
there is no direct evidence connecting 
them with the Boer army, they will 
probably be paid for with due damages 
for detention without formal recogni- 
tion of the dangerous doctrines that 
foodstuffs consigned to a neutral port 
are contraband. 

At the same time there is every in- 
dication that Great Britain is showing 
the most friendly consideration to the 
representatives of both of the Ambas- 
sadors, and that the present difficul- 
ties will be settled amicably. As pre- 
viously set forth in these dispatches. 
it is expected that American flour will 
be speedily released, while the release 
of the German steamer General is be- 
lieved to prelude the liberation of the 
Herzog.

Brooklynite Breaks ‘the Colored Lad’s 
Nose and Send Him Down Time 
and Again With Terrific 
Blows on the Body. . 


End Comes in the Eighth Round When 
Tem O’Rourke Throws Up the 
Sponge to Save George from 

Being Knockéd Out.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—{Exclusive Dis- 
,patch.] Hopelessly beaten, though not 
knocked out, George Dixon of Boston, 
who has been the featherweight cham- 
pion pugilist for ten years, surrendered 
his title to the wonderful little Brook- 
lyn fighter, Terry McGovern, in the 
eighth round of their glove contest 
at the Broadway Athletic Club tonight. 
Tom O'Rourke, Dixon's mentor and 
chief second, performed an act of 
mercy when he threw up the sponge 
after the little colored man had been 
knocked down five times, and there 
was no hope for him. 

It would have been cause for sor- 
row ff Dixon had been permitted to 
continue the battle until one of Mc- 
Govern's fearful blows knocked him 
unconscious to the floor. His career

It was truly 
a test of youth and strength against 
age and experience. . 

McGovern showed conclusively that 
he is the fighting marvel of the present 
time. Impervious to all blows, regard- 
less of the best scientific methods em- 


ern rushing, put left and right to the 
jaw, flooring the chempion. Dixon 
took the greater part of the count 
this time, and as he arose slowly 
Terry, who stood ecarcely four feet 
away, was ready to rush at him. Dixon 
went down again from a body blow. 
He touched the floor cight times in the 
round, the last five times being the 
result of terrific body punches. 

A few seconds before the roun! 
would have been completed Dixon 
stood up from his eighth fall, but his 
manager and backer, O'Rourke, sceing 
that it was impossible for the negro 
to hold on to his title, threw up the 
sponge within one second of the call 
of time, which would have ended th» 
round. In this O’NMourke showed good 
judgment. Both he and Dixon have 
often said that the latter would never 
be knocked out again. 

When O'Rourke threw up the sponge, | 
Dixon was practically helpless. While | 
McGovern was hailed with vociferous 
cheers as the winner, and was cheered | 
again and again as the champion, | 
Dixon, the ex-champion, was not for- 
gotten. Round after round of cheers 
were given for th» lad who had de- 
fended the title so cleverly for nearly 
nine years, as he Ieft the ring bleeding 
and beaten, after probably having 
fought his last ring contest. 

Dixon was badly marked up, but Mc- | 
Govern showed very little sign of hav- 
ing come through a hard encounter. 
The only marks that McGovern had 
were scratches on the right side of his 
neck, where Dixon's left swings had 
gone around, scratching the skin. 

Dixon felt his defeat very keenly, and 
had very little to say except that Mc- 
Govern was the best man he had ever 
met and that Terry could have beaten 
in his present condition any man that 
Dixon had even beaten. 

The betting on the fight was all in 
McGovern’'s favor. 
wagers made at 100 to 70, and so much 


ringside that these odds were extended 
to 100 to 65. 

A local bookmaker stimulated 
Dixon people by placing $3000 against 
$5000, he taking the Dixon end, and 
four others clubbed together, putting 
up the $5000 on McGovern.

machine simply triumphed because of 
his magnificent physique, his bulldog 
tenacity and his unmatched ability. 
The fight turned out to be just what 
had been predicted. It was the fastest 
and most sensational encounter at the 
weight that has ever been seen in 
this country. 

Having studied out McGovern and 
feeling that he had solved his methods, 
Dixon proceeded from the very start to 
mix it up. Had he stayed away and 
used defensive tactics, he might have 
lasted much , longer, but there 
is no doubt that he would have 
been uMimately, worn down. McGovern 
followei out a plan of action that 
showed careful study. He went after 
Dixon's body just as he did in his fight 
with Palmer. With swiftly-moving 
hands he tripped in blows every time 
he:got a chance, and tn the clinches he 
used free hands upon the heart and 
kidneys. 

McGovern shifted his methods in the 
last two or three roundg by swinging 
heavily for the jaw and head. One 
punch broke Dixon's nose in the sev- 
enth round. Dixon came up for the 
eighth and last round with weakness 
in his legs. A hook on the jaw, fol- 
lowed by a swift body punch, finally 
knocked. him down. This was the di- 
rect cause of .AcGovern's victory, for 
it took all of Dixon’s remaining 
strength away and made him virtually 
helpless. McGovern came from the 
fight unmarked.

this afternoon to make the necessary 
118 pounds, Dixon seemed to be in the | 
better condition. He was full of life | 
and energy, and looked as if the mak- | 
ing of the weight had not troubled him, 
while McGovern seemed to be too 
finely drawn. When he stepped into 
the. ring, however, McGovern's face | 
showed no trace of a rigid training | 
course, and as soon as they stripped to | 
the buff each looked in perfect condi- 
tion. 
The referee declared in favor of |

CHARACTER OF THE PEOPLE. 

“It will be hard for Americans who 
have not studied them to understand 
the people. They are a barbarous 
race, modified by three centuries of 
contact with a decadent rare. The Fil- 
ipino is the South Sea’ Malay, put 
through a process of thfee hundred 
years of superstition in feligion, dis- 
honesty in dealing. disor * in habits 
of industry, and cruelty, ‘caprice and 
corruption in government... It is barely 
possible that one ogee men in all 
the archipelago are capable of self- 
government in the Anglo-Baxon sense. 
My own belief is that there are not 
one hundred men among them whocom- 
prehend what Anglo-Saxdh  self-goy- 
ernment ever means; and pete are over 
five million people to he governed. 

“I know nfiany clever and highly edu- 
cated men among them, bit there are 
only three commanding irtitellects and 
characters — Arellano, abini, and 
Aguinaldo. Arellani, the thief justice 
of our supreme court, is’a profound 
lawyer, and a brave and Mpncorr:Mtibie 
man. Mabini is the hi ‘st type of 
subtlety, and the most ronstructive 
mind that the race has yet produced. 
Aguinaldo is a clever, popular leader, 
able, brave, resourceful, cunning. am- 
bitious, unscrupulous and masterful. 
He is full of decision, initiative and au- 


thoritative, and had the confidence of 


the masses. He is a natural dictator. 
His ideas of government are absolute 
orders, implicit obedience or immediate 
death. He understands the character 
of his countrymen. He is a Maiay 
Sylla; not a Filipino Washington. 

Senator Beveridge here read to the 

Senate extracts from a great number 
of interviews with natives and mer- 
chants in each of the islands. After 
reading the interviews Senator Bever- 
idge continued as follows: 
“Here, then, Senators, is the situa- 
tion. Two years ago there was no land 
in the world which we could occupy for 
any purpose. Our commerce was daily 
turning toward the Orient and geog- 
raphy and trade developments made 
necessary our commercial empire over 
the Pacific. And in that ocean we had 
no commercial, naval or military base. 
Today we have one of the three great 
ocean possessions of the globe, located 
at the most commanding commercial, 
naval and military points in the east- 
ern seas, within hail of India, shoul- 
der to shoulder with china, richer in 
its own resources than any equal body 
of land on the entire globe, and peo- 
pled by a race which civilization de- 
mands shall be improved. Shall we 
abandon it? 

“That man little knows the common 
people of the republic, little under- 
stands the instincts of our race, who 
thinks we wil! not hold it fast, and hold 
it forever, administering just govern- 
ment by simplest methods. We may 
trick up devices to shift our burden 
and lessen our opportunity; they will 
avail us nothing But delay. We may 
tangle conditions by applying aca- 
demic arrangements of self-government 
to a crude situation: their failure will 
drive us to our duty in the end. 

MILITARY SITUATION. 

‘The military situation, past, present 
and prospectfve, is no reason for aban- 
donment. Our campaign has been as 
perfect as possible with the force at 
hand. We have been delayed, first, by 
a failure to comprehend the immensity 
of our acquisition, and, second, by in- 
sufficient foree; and, third, by our ef- 
forts for peace. In February, after the 
treaty of peace, Otis had only 3722 offi- 
cers and men whom he had a legal 
right to order into battle. The terms 
of enlistment of the rest of his troops 
had expired, and they fought volun- 
tarily and not on legal military com- 
pulsion. Those who complain do so in 
ignorance of the real situation. We at- 
tempted a great task with insufficient 
means; we became impatient that it 
was not finished before it could fairly 
be commenced; and I pray we may not 
add that other element of disaster, 
pausing in the work before it is thor- 
oughly and forever done. That Is the 
gravest mistake we could possibly 
make, and that is the only danger be- 
fore us. 

“Our Indian wars would have been 
shortened, the lives of soldiers and 
settlers sayed, and the Indians them- 
selves ben@fited, had we made con- 
tinuous and’ decisive war: and any 


ineffective. We acted toward the In- 
dians as though we feared them, loved 
them, hated them—a mingling of fool- 
ish sentiment, inaccurate thought and 
paralytic purpose. Let us now be in- 
structed by our own experience. 
“This, too, has been Spain's course in 
the Philippines. Never sufficient 
troops; never vigorous action, pushed 
to conclusive results and a ent 
peace; always treating th rebels 
while they fought them; always 
when a spurious 
has been 


cruel, and corrupt 
peace was arran . This 

Spain's way for th hundred years 
until insurrection has become a Fill- 
pino habit. Never since Magellan 
landed did Spain put enough troops in 
the islands for complete and final ac- 
tion In war; never did she intelligently, 
justly, firmly, administer government in 
peace. At the outbreak of the last in- 
surrection in August, 1896, Spain had 
only 1500 Spanish soldiers in all the 
Philippines and 700 of these were in 
Manila. In November of that year she 
had only 10.000 men. The generals in 
command of these were criticised and 
assailed in Spain. 
of Spain that the people at home do 
not support but criticise their genesals 
in the field. The Spanish method has 
always been a mixed policy of peace 
and war, a contradiction of terms, an 
impossible combination rendering war 
ineffective and peace impossible. This 
was Compo's plan. It was Blanco’'s 
plan. Those wha would make it our 
plan will inherit Bianco's fate and fail- 


ure. 
TRUE MILITARY POLICY. 

“Mr. President, that must not be our 
plan. This war is like all other wars. 
It needs to be finished before it is 
stopped. I am prepared to vote either 
to make our work thorough or even 
now to abandon it. A lasting peace can 
be secured only by overwhelming forces 
in ceaseless action until universal and 
absolutely final defeat is inflicted on 
the enemy. Te halt before every armed 
force, every guerilla band opposing us 
is dispersed or exterminated, will pro- 
long hostilities and leave alive the seeds 


we should not treat. To treat at all 
is to admit that we are wrong. A 
and quiet so secured will be delusi 
and fleeting. And a faise peace will 
betray us; a sham truth will curse us. 
It is not to serve the purpose of the 
hour, it Is not to salve a present situ- 
tion that peace should be established. 
It is for the tranquillity of the archi- 
pelago forever. It is for an orderly 
government, for the Filipinos for all the 
future. It is to give this problem to 
posterity solved and settled, not vexed 
and involved. It is to establish the su- 
premacy of the American republic over 
the Pacific and throughout the East 
till the end of time. 


THE WAR NOT CRUEL. 


“It has been charged that our con- 
duct of the war has been cruel. Sen- 
ators, it has been the reverse. I have 
been in our hospitals and seen the 
Filipino wounded as carefully, ten- 
derly cared for as our own. Within 
our lines they may plow and sow 
and reap and go about the affairs of 
peace with absolute liberty. And yet 
all this kindness was misunderstood, 
or rather not understood. Senators 
must remember that we are not deal- 
ing with Americans or Europeans. We 
are dealing with orlentals. We are 
dealing with orlentals who are Malays. 
We are dealing with Malays instructed 
in Spanish methods. They mistake 
kindness for weakness: forbearance 
for fear. It could not be otherwise 
unless you could erase hundreds of 
years of savagery. Other hundreds of 
years of orientalism and still other 
hundreds of years of Spanish character 
and custom, 

EFFORTS TO SECURE PEACE. 

“Our mistake has not been cruelty: 
it has been kindness. It has been the 
application to Spanish Malays of meth- 
ods appropriate to New England. FEv- 
ery device of mercy, every metho! of 
conciliation has been employed hy the 
peace-loving’ President of the Amer- 
ican republic to the amazement of na. 
tions experienced in oriental revolt. Be- 
fore the outbreak our military Cov- 
ernor of the islands appointed a com- 
mission to make some arrangement 
with the natives mutually agreeable. 
| know the members of the commis- 
sion well—Gen. Hughes, Col. Crowder 
and Gen. Smith—moderate, kindly. 
tactful men of the world—an ideal 
body for such negotiation. It was 
treated with contempt. 

“We smiled at intolerable insult and 
insolence until the lips of every native 
it Manila were curling in ridicule for 
the cowardly Americans. We refrained 
from all violence until their armed 
bravos crossed the lines in violation of 
agreement. Then our sentry shot the 
offender, and he should have been 
court-martialed had he failed to shoot. 
That shot was the most fortunate of 
the war. For Aguinaldo bad planned

later; our sentry’s shot brought this 
attack prematurely on. He had ar- 
ranged for an uprising in Manila to 
massacre all Americans, the plans for 
which, in Sandico’s handwriting, are in 
eur possession; this shot made that 
awful scheme impossible. We did nor 
strike till they attacked us in force, 
without provocation; this left us no 
alternative but war or evacuation. 
WORA OF THE COMMISSION. 
“The patience of our peace-loving 
President was not even then ex- 
hausted. A civil commission was sent 
to Manila, composed of a distinguished 
diplomat and eminent college profes- 
sors ,and aiso Gen. Otis and Admiral 
Dewey. These men exhausted the ex- 
pedients of peace, and always were met 
with the Malay’s ready evasion, the 
Spaniard’s habitual delay. Il am per- 
sonal witness that no effort was neg- 
lected by our commission to assure 
the Filipino people of our good inten- 
tions and beneficent purposes. The 
commission entertained the mestizos 
of Manila in a way that would have 
honored the Senate of the United 
States; the brown faces of the com- 
mon people sneered. The commission 
treated natives, accustomed to biows, 
with kindest consideration; the agents 
of Aguinaldo told tales of our pusil- 
lanimity to the ignorant rural masses. 
“This remarkable man sent 60-called 
commissions, ostensibly to treat, but

really to play with ours. His commis- 
sions were composed of generais in 
uniform. The populace gaped in open 
admiration when they appeared ii 
Manila. Our representatives of peac> 
talked to them, argued with them, en- 
tertained them; the people were im- 
pressed with their importance. Presi- 
dent Schurman even rode with them 
through the city; the masses were con- 
firmed in their reverence for their 
brothers who were thus honored and 
distinguished. Then the led 
representatives of the Malay dictator 
returned to their lord, and the sole ef- 
fect of these pacific efforts was to make 
250,000 natives in Manila think that 
the only way to win the respect of 
the American republic is to fight it. 

“No, Senators, the friendly methods 
of peace have been thoroughly triea 
only to make peace more difficult. The 
oriental does not understand our at- 
tempt to conciliate. Every effort of the 
commission whi id its work at Ma- 
nila so earnest?¥, and which, with 
Americans or Europeans, would have 
'@o brilliantly succeeded, only delayed 
the peace it attempted to hasten. There 
is not now and never was any possi- 
ble course but ceaseless operations in 
the field and loyal support of the war 
at home. 

“The news that £0,000 American sol- 
diers have crossed the Pacific: that, 
if necessary, the American Congress 
will make it 100,000, or 200 090 men; that, 
at any cost, we will establish peace 
‘and govern the islands, wi'l do more 
to end the war than the soldiers them- 
selves. But the report that we even 
discuss the withdrawal of a single sol- 
dier at the present time, and that we 
even debate the possibility of not ad- 
ministering government throughout 
the archipelago ourselves, will be mis- 
under#tood and misrepresented, and 
will blow Into a-flame once more the 
fires our soldiers’ blood has almost 
quenched. 


“THE BLOOD OF OUR SOLDIERS.” 

“Mr. President, reluctantly and only 
from a sense of duty, am 1 forced to 
Say that American opposition to the 
war has been the chief factor in pro- 


longing it. Had Agutnaldo not under- 
stood that in America, even in the 
American Congress, even here in the 
_ Senate, he and his cause were sup- 
_ Ported; had he not known that it was 
| proclaimed on the stump and in the 
press of a faction in the United States, 
that every shot his misguided follow- 
ers fired into the breasts of American 
soldiers was like the volleys fired by 
Washington's men against the soldiers 
of King George, his insurrection would 
have dissolved before it entirely crys- 
tallized. 

“The utterances of American oppo- 
nents of the war are read to the ig- 
norant soldiers of Aguinaldo, and re- 
peated in exaggerated form among the 
common people. Arms and ammunition 
were shipped from Asiatic ports to the 
Filipinos by wretches claiming Amer- 
fean citizenship; and these acts of in- 
famy were coupled by the Malays with 
American assaults on our government 
at home. The Filipinos do not Under- 
Stand free speech, and therefore our 
tolerance of American absaults on the 
American President and the American 
government means to them that our 
President is in the minority or he 
would not permit what appears to them 
such treasonable criticism. It is be- 
lieved and stated in Luzon, Panay and 
Cebu, that the Filipinos have only to 
fight, harass, retreat, break up into 
small parties, if’ necessary, as 
they are doing now, but by any means 
hold out until the next Presidential 
election, and our forces will be with- 
drawn. All this has aided the enemy 
more than climate, arms and battle. 

“Senators, I have heard these reports 
myself; I have talked with the people; 
I have seen our mangled boys in the 
hospital and field; I have stood on the 
firing line and beheld our dead soldiers, 
their faces turned to the pitiless south- 
ern sky; and, in sorrow rather than 
anger, I say to those whose voices in 
America have cheered those misguided 
natives on to shoot our soldiers down, 
-that the blood of those dead and 
wounded boys of ours is on their hands: 
and the flood of all the years can never 
‘wash that stain away. In sorroy 
rather than anger I say these words, 
for I earnestly believe that our broth- 
ers knew not what they did. 

“But, Senators, it would be better to 
abandon this combined garden and 
Gibraltar of the Pacific, and count our 
blood and treasure already spent a 
profitable loss, than to apply any aca- 
demic arrangement of self-government 
to there children. They are not capable 
of self-government. How could they 
be? They are not of a self-governing 
race. They are orientals, Malays, in- 
structed by Spaniards’in the latter's 
worst estate. They know nothing of 
practical government except as they 
have witnessed the weak, corrupt, cruel 
and capricious rule of Spain. 

“What magic will any one employ 
to dissolve in their minds and charac- 
ters those impressions of rovernors and 
governed which three centuries of mis- 
rule has created? What alchemy will 
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blood and set the self-governing cur- 
rents of the American pouring through 
their Malay veins? How shall they, in 
the twinkling of an eye, be exalted to 


which required a thousand years for us 
to reach, Anglo-Saxon though we are? 

“Let men beware how they employ 
the term ‘Self-covernment;’ it is a sa- 
cred term. ‘It is the watchword at the 
door of the inner temple of 
liberty; for liberty does not al- 
ways mean. self-government. Seif- 
government is a method of liberty— 
the highest, simplest, best—and it 
is acquired only after centuries of study 
and struggle and experiment and in- 
struction, and all the elements of the 
progress of man. Self-government is no 
base and common thing, to be bestowed 
on the merely audacious. It is the de- 
gree whi crowns the graduate of 
liberty, not the name of liberty’s in- 
fant class, who hase not yet mastered 
the alphabet of freedom. Savage blood, 
eriental blood, Malay blood, Spanish 
example—are these the elements of 
se!f-government? 

“We must act on the situation as it 
exists, not as we would wish it. I have 
talked with hundreds of these people, 
getting their views as to the practical 
workings of self-government. The 
great majority simply do not under- 
stand any participation in any govern- 
ment whatever. The most enlightened 
among them declare that ge@@f-govern- 
ment will succeed because the employ- 
ers of labor will compe! their employés 
to vote as their employer wills, and 
that this will insure intelligent voting. 

“T was assured that we could de- 
pend upon good men always being in 
office because the officials who consti- 
tute the government will nominate 
their successors, choose those among 
the people who will do the voting and 
determine how and where elections will 
be held. The most ardent advocate of 
self-government that I met was anx- 
jous that I should know that such @ 
government would be tranquil because, 
as he said, if any one criticised it, the 
government would shoot the offender. 
A. few of them have a sort of verbal 
understanding of the democratic theory, 
but the above are the examples of the 
ideas of the practical workings of self- 
government entertained by the aristoc- 
racy, the rich planters and traders, and 
heavy employers of labor, the men who 
would run the government.” 

Senator Beveridge then spoke of the 
inability of the Filipino to compete 
with American labor, and then spoke 
of the form of government needed, 
saying: 

“In Paluan, Sulu and Mindanao the 
strictest military government Is neces- 
sary, indefinitely. The inhabitants can 
never be made to work, can never be 
civilized. Their destiny can not be fore- 
told. Rut whether they wilh with- 
stand civilization or disappear before 
it. our duty ts plain. In all other isl- 
ands our government must be simple 
and strong. It must be a uniform gov- 
ernment. Different forms for different 
islands will produce perpetual disturb- 
ance, because the people of each islard 
would think that the people of the other 
islands are more favored than they. In 
Panay I heard murmurings that we 
were giving Negros an American con- 
stitution. This is a human quality 
found even in America; and we must 
never forget that tn dealing with the 
Filipinos we deal with children. And 
so our government must be simple and 
strong. Simple and strong; the meaning 
of those two words must be written in 
every line of Philippine legistation; 
realized in every act of Philippine ad- 
ministration. 

“A Philippine office in our Depart- 
ment of: State; an American governor- 
general In Manila, with nower to meet 
daily emergencies; possibly an ad- 
visory council, with no power except 
that of discuesing measures with the 
governor-general, which council would 
be the germ for future legislatures, a 
school in practical government; Ameri- 
can lieut@enant-governors in each prov- 
ince. with a like council about him: if 
possible an American resident in each 
district, and a like council grouped 
about him; frequent and unannounced 
visits of provincial governors to the 
districts of their province; periodical 
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reports to the governor-general; an 
American Board of visitation to make 
semi-annual trips to the archipelago 
without power of suggestion or inter- 
ference to officials or people, but only 
to report and recommend to the Phil- 
ippine office of our State Department; 
a Philippine civil service, with promo- 
tion for efficiency; the abolition of 
duties on exports from the Philippines; 
the establishment of import duties on 
a revenue basis, with such discrimina- 
tion in favor of American imports as 
will prevent the cheaper goods of other 
nations from destroying American 
trade; a complete reform of local taxa- 
tion on a just and scientific basis, be- 
ginning with the establishment of a 
tax on land according to its assessed 
value; the minting of abundant money 
for Philippine and oriental use: the 
granting of franchises and concessions 
upon the theory of developing the ar- 
chipelago, and therefore not by sale. 
but upon participation in the profits of 
the enterprise; the formation of a sys- 
tem of public schools everywhere with 
compulsory attendance rigidly en- 
f ; the establishment of the Eng- 
lish language throughout the islands, 
teaching it exclusively in the schools 
and using it, through interpreters, ex- 
clusively in the courts; a simple civil 
code, and a still simpler criminal code, 
and both common to all! the islands ex- 
cept Sulu, Mindanao and Paluan; 
American judges for all but smallest 
offences; gradual, slow and careful in- 
troduction of the best Filipinos into the 
working machinery of the government, 
no promise whatever of franchise until 
the people have been prepared for it: 
all this backed by the necessary force 
to execute it; this outline of govern- 
ment the situation demands as soon as 
tranquillity is established. Until then 
military government is advisable.” 
Senator Beveridge devoted consider- 
able attention to elaboration of the 
ideas coming under these heads and 


‘also to the constitutional features of 


the question. He held that the Dec- 
laration of Independence does not for- 
bid Americans from doing their part 
in the regeneration of the world. If 
it did forbid, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence would be wrong. He further- 
more held that the archipelago is a 
base for the commerce of the East. It 
is a base for military and naval oper- 
ations against the only powers with 
whom conflict is possible; a fortress 
thrown up in the Pacific, defending 
our western coast, commanding the 
waters of the Orient and giving us a 
point from which we can - instantly 
strike and seize the possession of any 
possible foe. Continuing, he said: 
“The nation’s power to make rules 
and regulations for the government 
of its possessions is not confined to 
any given set of rules or regulations. 
It is not confined to any’ particular 
formula of laws or kind of government 
or type of administration. Where do 
Senators find constitutional warrant 
for any special kind of government in 
“territory belonging to the United 
States?" The language affrming our 
power to govern such territory is as 
broad as the requirements of all possi-

A ROAR FROM HOAR. 


HE CALLS FOR LIBERTY AND 
NOTHING MORE. 


Would Lend the Army to the Filipinos 
for Police and Would Raise a Loan 
to Fill Aguinaldo’s Depleted 
Treasury. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9%.—Senator 
Hoar of Massachusetts made public a 


long letter he has addressed to the 
editors of the Journal, Advertiser, Her- 
ald and Globe of Boston, in answer to 
@ speech made by ex-Representative 
Quigg at the Essex Club the last Sat- 
urday in December. In this speech, 
Mr. Quigg, referring to Senator Hoar's 
attitude on the Filipino question, de- 
clared that the Senator “wants us to 
skulk from our duty.” Senator Hoar 


takes the words quoted as his text, and 


says in part: 


“I wish to put against thii statement 


my emphatic denial. What I want the 


American people to do is to do in the 
Philippines exactly what we have done, 


are doing, and expect to do in Cuba. 


We have liberated both from Spain, 


and we have had no thought—at least, 


I have had no thought—of giving either 
back to Spain. I should as soon give 
back a redeemed soul to Satan as give 
back the people of the Philippines to 


the cruelty and tyranny of Spain. Hav- 


ing delivered them from Spain, we 
were bound in all honor to protect 
their newly-acquired liberty against 
the ambition of greed of any other na- 


agai 
own. We were bound to stand by 
them, a defender and protector, until 
their new governments were estab- 
lished in freedom and in honor; until 
they had made treaties with the pow- 


ers of the earth and were as secure in

Senator Hoar’s letter then asserts 
that the dispatches of Admiral Dewey 
and Gen. Otis (some of the latter read 
by him, he says. having been withheld 
thus far from public knowledge.) estab- 
lish beyond reasonable doubt: 

“First—That Aguinaldo is an honest, 


patriotic and brave man; indeed, that is 


the express testimony of Mr. Schur- 
man, president of the Philippine Com- 
mission. 

“Second—That Aguinaldo was the 
chosen leader of the people of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

“‘Third—That the people have from the 
beginning desired independence, and 
desire it now. 

“Fourth—That the desire was com- 
rnrunicated to our commanders when 
they gave them arms, atcepted their 
ald brought Aguinaldo from his erile 
when he was put in command of 30.000 
Filipino soldiers. who were already in 
arms and organized. 

“Fifth—That the people of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, before we fired upon 
their troops, had delivered their own 
land from Spain, with the single excep- 
tion of the town of Manila, and that 
they hemmed tn the Spanish troops on 
land by a line extending from water 
to water. 

“Sixth—That we could not havecap- 
tured the Spanish garrison, which was 
done by an arrangement beforehand, 
upon a mere show of resistance. but 
for the fact that they were so hemmed 
in by Agutnaldo'’s forces and could not 
retreat beyond the range and fire of the 
guns of our fleet. 

“Seventh—That during all this period 
to the final conflict the Filipinos were 


repeatedly informing our government 


that they desired their freedom and 
that they were never informed of any 


purpose on our part to subdue them. 


“Eighth—That they were fit for in- 
dependence. They had churches, li- 
braries, works of art and education. 


They were better educated than many 


American communities within § the 
memory of some of us. They were 
governing their entire island except 
Manila, in order and quiet with muni- 
cipal governments, courts of justice, 


echools and a complete constitution, 
resting upon the consent of the people. 


They were better fitted for self-gov- 


ernment than any country on the con- 
tinent south of us from the Rio Grande 


to Cape Horn, San Domingo or Hayrti, 
where they received their independ- 


ence and are better fitted for self-gov- 
ernment than some of them are now. 
They are as fit for self-government as 


was Japan when she was welcomed 
into the family of nations. 
“Ninth—That the outbreak 4f hostil!i- 
tles was not their fault. but ours. A 
patrol, not a hostile military force, ap- 
proached a amal! village between the 
lines of the two armies, a village on the 
American side of the line of demarka- 
tion to which some of our so'diers had 
been moved in disregard of the rule 
anpticable to all cares of truce. When 
this patrol approached this town, it 
was challenged. How far the Filipinos 


“understood our language and how far 


eur plekets understood the reply that 
they made in their own language, doe« 
not appear. But we fired on them first. 


The fire was returned from their lines. 


Thereupon it was returned again from 
us, and several Filipinos were killed. 
As soon as Aguinaido heard of it he 
sent a message to Gen. Otis saying that 
the firing was without his knowledge

‘POLICE COMMISSIONERS SET A 
HOT PACE. 


Various Reforms in Liquor License Mat- 
ters to Be Attempted—Investiga- 


If the Board of Police Commissioners 
succeeds in bringing to a successful 
conclusion all of the investigations and 
departures from the usual course of 
police policy which it inaugutated yes- 
terday it will have done mugh and it 
will have been kept busy for more than 
one meeting. Like the new bmom, the 
board began sweeping cleanly yester- 
day, and as a result of its session much 
is expected. 

Its first action was to deny aa appli- 
eation for a license from a prominent 
saloon man because of his admission 
that he wanted the license mly to 
evade the law. In this connectbn the 
board set on foot an investigatim into 
the manner in which restaurant liquor 
licenses are being used by saloons gen- 
erally, with a view to putting a stop 
to the practice in many saloons o! vio- 
lating the Sunday laws under the guise 
of conducting restaurants, when the 
restaurants are only blinds. 

For some time the police have deen 
simply reporting violations of the sa- 
jJoon ordinances instead of arresting the 
violators, The Police Commission tow 
wants to know by whose orders this 
pian has been adopted and whether 
positive orders of that kind were ever 
f@eued. To that end a number of p- 
licemen are to be interrogated by tae 
board at some future meeting.

POLICE COMMISSION'S WORK. 


NEW BOARD MAKING AN EFFORT 
TO SWEEP CLEAN. 


Various Investigations and Reforms 
Discussed and Much Business Trans- 
acted—Restaurant Liquor Licenses 
in Danger—School Bonds Signed and 
Foundation Laid for a Test Suit. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
transacted nearly as much business in 
two hours yesterday morning as the 
City Council, does sometimes in a 
whole day. More questions of impor- 
tance were considered and there was 
more discussion of those questions than 
at any meeting of that body held in 
months. Chief of Police Elton was pres- 
ent for the first time in his official ca- 
pacity. Seated near the clerk of the 


board, he paid close attention to the | 


proceedings and responded to questions 
in a businessiike manner. Quite a 
crowd was in attendance, and the de- 
meanor of the new Chief made a fa- 
vyorable impressiog on those familiar 
with Police Commission work. 

LOOKING AFTER SUBTERFUGES. 

The board not only refused to grant 
a prominent saioon man a restaurant 
liquor license, but ordered that an in- 
vestigation be made of the use which 
other saloons are making of restaurant 
liquor licenses, with a view to revoking 
such of them as are used merely as 
the means of evading the Sunday and 
midnight closing ordinances. The cru- 
sade against the serviag of so-called 
meals, consisting of petrified sand- 
wiches, beans, bread and water, simply 
as a means of selling liquors during 
forbidden hours, promises to be inter- 
esting. and if the commissioners ad- 
here to their present intentions restau- 
rant liquor licenses will be Held only 
by real restaurants afd not by every 

ery Which happened to have suf- 
cient influence to secure such licenses. 
To the saloons which now keep open 
after hours as restaurants (7) two 
courses will be open. They will either 
have to establish regular restaurants 
or they will have to take chances of 
prosecutions for illegal sales of liquor 
if they continue under the present un- 
desirable system. 

All of this came about throwrh the 
filing of an application at the least 
meeting of the board by Robert Kern 
for a restaurant liquor license for his 
saloon, on Third street near Broadway.

Ig presenting his application, Kern, in 
response to questions by members of 
the board, candidly admitted that he 
desired the license only to enable him 
to evade the Sunday-cloging ordinance 
in a manner followed by many other 
Saloons in the city. He did not at- 
tempt to conceal the t. well known 
to the police, the commissioners and 
the public, that the sajoons holding 
these licenses pay for them only be- 
cause they are enabled iby possession 
of them to sell liquor oh Sunday and 
after 1 a.m.; fn fact, ern Matted in 
#0 many words that the. licenses were 
used merely as subterfuges for the 
evasion of the law. He explained that 
he was compelled to agk for such a 
license because of comp¢tition in bust!- 
ness. and that he did not propose to 
establish a resta@rant, byt only wanted 
the opportunity to sell liquor on Sun- 
day and thereby hold his custom, The 
application was referred to the Chief 
of Police for a report and Detective 
Moffatt was detailed by; him to make 
the investigation. The report pre- 
sented to the commissipn yesterday 
covered the case fully and@ left no doubt 
as to the real purpose @f the license. 
The report follows: 4 : 
“In regard to the spplation of b- 
ert Kern for a restaurant liquor license 
for No. 225 West Third street, I now, 
after investigation, ‘respectfully report 
as follows: As is wel] known, Mr. 
Kern has a saloon at the above num- 
ber, which in appointment and the 
manner in which it is conducted is as 
good as the best in the aw, But after 
talking with Mr. Kern,/I do not be- 
lieve that he intends, if granted the 
restaurant license, to adi to his well- 
kept saloon a bona fide restaurant, in 
which meals will be ked to order 
and furnished hungry men who would 
rather eat than drink. 
“Probably it would 
way: A plate of beans 
would be furnished custo 


ers, in addi- 


saloon, and the patrons could either 
eat the beans or leave them alone, 
and could either pay for the beans and 
be given their whisky. pay for the 
whisky and be given the beans. 

' “In fact, the applicant frankly states 
that he wishes the restaurant liquor 
license to enable him to icompete with 
other saloon men who, Have both sa- 
loon and restaurant licenses, in the 
Sunday trade, and, probably if granted 
the license applied for. hig Sunday cus- 
tomers would be catered to in a way 
differing in no essential) respect from 
that prevailing in many of the so-called 
best saloons of the city where both 
retail and restaurant liquee licenses are 
held.” 

After the foregoi report had been 
read, Commissioner Parkér moved that 
Kern's application be (granted, and 
Commissioner Day secorided the mo- 
tion. The other members of the board 
opposed it. Commissionef Ling did not 
see how the board could consistently 
grant such an application, and @tab- 
lish such a precedent in the face of the 
admissions that had beer made by the 
applicant. and in the*fate of the re- 
port which the board was considering. 
Mr. Parker said he quite agreed with 
the others that restagrant liquor 
licen should not be granted to sa- 
loons, but inasmuch as more than one 
hundred saloons have them, he did not 
think it was right that jan exception 
should be made in this particular in- 
stance, especially when Mr. Kern's rep- 
utation as a saloon-keepet was as good 
as that of any person in the city. Then 
followed a long discussion as to what 
tonstitutes a bona fide méal within the 
neaning of the ordinance providing for 
tae issuance of frestatirant liquor 
Ihenses. Mr. Scarborough asserted that 
ifthe former board had erfed in having 
Zt™nted so many such Heenses, and 
had admittedly done Chip in so doing, 


it was not right that this commission 
shoul4 continue the wrong. especially 
as this was the first application of the 
kind that it had to consider, and as the 
granting of this application would be 
establishing a dangerous precedent. 
The Mayor reminded the board that 
Kernwas the only man who had openly 
admitted to the board that the purpose 
of the license asked for was to evade 
the lav. the motiog to grant the 
was put to a vote Parker and 
Day veted for it. and Scarborough and 
Ling and the Mayor against it. The 
application was therefore’ denied. 

Mr. Ling then moved pat the 
of Police be directed to immediately 
restaurant liquor li- 
censes held in this city. and te report 
to the bogrd the facts with reference to 
the use ef such licenses, ‘and whether 
or not any of them were being used as 
a means of evading the law. It was 
suggested that this would'be a difficult 
task, and that possibly the Chief could 
not complete it within a’ week» Chief 
Elton said he would try, however, and 
if his work is not completed by next 
Tuesday he will be grapted further 
time.

LICENSE NOT “REVOKED. 

It had been expected that as the re- 
sult of a violation of the Sunday-clos- 
ing ordinancé at the saloon at No, 691 
South Broadway. the license of O’'Con- 
nor Bros., owners of the ‘place, would 
be revoked yesterday. Time and again 
during the past several tyears saloon 
men, finding themselves In the same 
predicament as this firm and likely 
to lose their license, have resorted to a 
very simple trick to escape responsibil- 
ity to the commission for'violations of 
the law at their saloons. The game 
has been to secure a transfer of the li- 
cense to some other persen, thereby 
making it improbable that the board 
would revoke a licegse jin another 
man's name. This transfer was neces- 
sary before the revocation and on more 
than one occasion the trick has been 
successful. There was at first every in- 
dication that O’Connor Bros. would try 
the same game, for, instead of their 
appearance to answer the citation of 
the board to show causé why their li- 
cense should not be revoked. there ap- 
peared an application fronj them for the 
transfer of their license to W. W. 
Shanahan. Although thié application 
had not been considered’ at the last 
meeting of the board it Had been sent 
to the Chief, and a report was pre- 
sented in which Shanahan’s reputation 
as a saloon keeper was stated to be 
good. On its face the matter appeared 
to be a scheme to prevent the revoca- 
tion of the license, and Mri Ling operity 
asserted his belief that such was the 
game. Mr. Scarborough, however, 
moved that the citation be dismissed, 
and that the transfer be granted. 

The Mayor took the view tbat the 
application for a transfer was but an 
effort to prevent revocation of the li- 
cense. “If it is the intention of this 
closing 
laws,” he, “I would advise careful con- 
sideration of this case. By adopting 
this motion you will be establishing a 
precedent which will wate you here-

after and will make it difficult far you 
to revoke licenses even for cause. To 
me this seems to*be only the old, old 
way of evading the consequences of a 
violation of the law agatnat. opening 
saloons on Sunday. Theré is a proper 
way to reach such cases, ahd this is not 
the proper way.” 

Then the real power behind the whole 
matter became evident. A representa-

Which he admitted: that he had left 
his saloon in charge cf another man 
while he went to Santa Monica to ar- 
ange the sale; in short, that if the 
‘icense were revoked he would be done 
an injustice. 

Then the brewery man took a hand 
again. He said the price to be paid was 
$2500, and that if the license were re- 
voked there would be nothing to sell. 
This was an admission that the license 
itself is worth $2500. The commissioners 
Wanted to know something about 
Shanahan, and he was sent for. When 
he appeared he corroborated O'Con- 
ner’s statement about the sale of the 
saloon. He was asked whether, if the 
sale was completed, he proposed to set- 
tle the’ debt the brewing company held 
against the place. but he evaded the 
question, as-did the brewery represen- 
tative when the same question was put 
to him. It appearing to the board that 
the saloon had really been sold before 
the violation of law occurred there, and 
that O'Conner was not really respon- 
sible for the violation, the citation was 
dismissed and the transfer granted. 

BREWERIES AND LICENSES. 

The above incident will not be with- 
out permanent results. It led to a dis- 
cussion of the manner in which saloon 
licenses are held in this city. The 
Mayor has his own ideas as to saloon 
licenses, and was not backward in ex- 
pressing them. He said: 

“There is an ordinance in force Itm- 
iting the number of saloons to 200. 
Now that ordinance did not originate 
from any reform movement. It was 
clearly a brewery measure, or. 
was not, the breweries are taking ad- 
vantage of it. They are simply seeking 
to monopolize all the saloon business of 
the city, and the one which succeeds 
will be in position to freeze out all the 
others. Such a monopoly is made pos- 
sible by this limitation upon the num- 
ber of saloons. It is not right that this 
city should peddle about the very 
heart of any business. It is not right 
that a mere license, a right to sell 
liquor®, should be valued at $2500, as 
this one admittedly is. It is not right 
that any brewery should not be able to 
secure a license here. The way to pre- 
vent a monopoly is to remove this 
limit. This would not necessarily mean 
the granting of licenses without limit, 
but tt would destroy or reduce the 
value of them, real or fictitious, which 
the present condition makes possible. 

“As to theee violations of the ordl- 
nances with respect to closing saloons, 
and as to the responsibility or the man- 
ner in which saloons are conducted, 
there is a way which I think would be 
proper for us to follow. I would favor 
a rule of this board that all saloons in 
which brewing companies have an in- 
terest have the licenses to such saloons 
in their own names. Make the real 
owners of the saloons responsible to 
this board for the saloons. The brew- 
erles really own 80 per cent. of them, 
and if the license were in their names 
it would behoove the brewing com- 
panies to have only the right kind of 
men in charge of the saloons. Then if 
a law were violated and a license re- 
voked. the real owner would be the one 
to suffer, and all competing breweries’ 
would have a chance to secure the li- 
cense which had been revoked.” 

Mr. Ling sald he quite agreed with 
the Mayor as to the issuances of li- 
censes in the names of breweries, when 
they really own saloons, and that the 
breweries should be held responsible for 
the proper conduct of the business. The 
matter of establishing such a rule will 
come up later, and as the other com- 
missioners did.not indicate any oppo- 
sition to it, the suggestion of the Mayor 
may be tried for a time at least. 

WHO GAVE THE ORDER? 

As a result of the weekly reports of 
the police sergeants to the Chief with 
reference to the violations of the Sun- 
day-closing law, which were submitted 
to the board yesterday, it is more than 
likely that there will soon be some in- 
teresting disclosures as to certain or- 
ders alleged to have been promulgated 
to the police department as to the man- 
ner in which the officers were to en- 
force the saloon ordinances. Sergts. 
McKeag and Morton reported no viola- 
tions. Sergt. Jeffries reported that, ac- 
cording to information furnished him 
by Patrolmen Shand, Matuszkiewiz, 
Walker and Cicotte, the law had been 
violated repeatedly at saloons at First 
and Los Angeles streets and at the Me- 
chanic’s saloon. 

“Why are such reports brought 
here?” demanded the Mayor. “Why, if 
these patrolmen know of violations, do 
they not arrest the saloon-keepers and 
prosecute them? Have any orders been 
issued to them that they are to report 
such violations here instead of making 
arrests?” 

Chief Elton replied that he was not 
aware just what ordefs had been issued 
prior to the time he took office, but 
from what he had heard from officers 
he was under the impression that some 
person had issued just such instruc- 
tions. He had also been informed that 
the officers had before been given to 
understand that they must report sa- 
joon violations before making arrests. 
This did not satisfy the Mayor. He 
declared that if that was the way the 
laws are to be enforced he wanted to 
know it, and he iInststed upon ascer- 
taining whether such orders had been 
iseued, and, if so, by whom. Mr. Ling 
seemed to think, for some reason, that 
this was directed against him. He as- 
serted that he had had consultations 
with Capt. Roberts while the latter 
was acting as Chief, on this very sub- 
ject, but he had issued no orders what- 
ever, and he did not know whether 
Capt. Roberts had issued such orders. 
Mr. Scarborough moved that the offi- 
cers mentioned in Seret. Jeffries's re- 
port be summoned before the board to 
tell why they had not made arrests, 
and whether they had any orders, and, 
if so. who gave such orders. The mo- 
tion was adopted at once. 

The next report read was that of 
Sergt. Williams, in which it was stated 
that according to the statements of 
Patrolmen Grogan and Thompson, 
there had been violations of the law 
three times at Fred Hoppe’s§ saloon, 
Sixth and Spring streets, drinks having 
been served there Sunday without any 
meal being served with them. Mr. Day 
demanded to know what the commis- 
sion was to expect the Chief to do. He 
wanted some sort of orders issued for 
the guidance of Chief Elton, about 
which there could be no question. He 
did net care whether the board took 
cognizance of the violations of law 
themselves, and tried the saloon men 
before the ‘board, or whether they or- 
dered arrests and waited until convie- 
tions were secured in the courts before 
taking actlt®n on the license matters. 
Mr. Ling moved that Hoppe and the 
officers mentioned be directed to ap- 
pear at th® next meeting of the board 
to explain the matter. 

Then followed another long discus- 
sion as to who had issued orders to the 
police not to arrest saloon men, but to 
report them. Mr. Lihg again made his 
explanation as to the consultations he 
had had with Capt. Roberts, and again 
denied that he had given any ofders. 
Hie stated that according to the view 
taken of the present ordinance by Dep- 
uty District Attorney Chambers there 
was little to be gained by arresting 
violators of the saloon-closing law. as 
it wes next to impoersible to secure a 
conviction, and he therefore thought 
the board should take immediate cog- 
nizance of the violations and act upon 
them. The attention of the board was 
called to the fact that the City Coun-

amending the ordinances so as to re- 
move the present phrase which pre- 
vents convictions. This amending ordi- 
nance is now in the hands of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Council. Its 
adoption will make it possible for the 
police to atrictly enforce the law, and 
the board, therefore, decided to defer 
action on the matter until the next 
meeting, hoping that the Council will 
meantime adopt the amendment. The 
Chief was instructed to continue to 
have the sergeants make weekly re- 
ports of violations, and to keep a réec- 
ord of all such reports. 
A HERCULEAN TASK. 

Two numerously-signed petitions 
from property-owners in that part of 
the city east of Wilmington street, be- 
tween Banning and Commercial, and 
on Alameda and Jackson streets, ask- 
ing the Police Commissioners to direct 
the Chief of Police to rid that part of 
the city of the houses of prostitution 
there, were received. The petitions re- 
cited what is known by every person 
who knows the town, that there are 
streets in that part of the city, por- 
tions of which are almost wholly given 
over to such houses. The petitioneis de- 
mand that this district be morally pur- 
ified. The board decided that as there 
are legal questions involved in the 
matter they would refer it to the Chief 
and City Attorney. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

In the matter of the bill of the Good 
Samaritan Hospital for services ren- 
dered Patrolman Lehnhausen amount- 
ing to $110, the board having ascer- 
tained that the amount could not le- 
gally be paid out of the poiice pension 
fund, referred the matter to the City 
Council with the recommendation that 
the city pay the bill. 

At the uest of Councilman Todd, 
Chief of Police Elton was directed to 
station a policeman on Macy street 
near the Macy-street scho>!l, to prevent 
a gang of mischievous boys from dis- 
turbing that néichborhood. 

Al Levy filed an application for the 
transfer of a saloon license of Thomas 
Beatty at Second and Spring streets. 
A letter signed by Gregory Perkins, 
Jr., protesting against the transfer un- 
til certain bills are paid was also pre- 
sented. The matter was referred to the 
Chief for investigation and _ report.

BOND LITIGATION. 
MANDAMUS PROCEEDINGS. 

At last the city wili take the initia- 
tive in trying to establish the validity 
of the school and water bonds. The 
points at issue will for the present be 
raised solely on the $200,000 issue of 
school bonds, and it is believed that a 
favorable decision of this issue will 
practically decide the validity of the 
water bonds. Mayor Eaton and City 
Treasurer Hartwell have already signed 
the school bonds, and today they will 
be presented to City Clerk Hance for 
his signature, and the seal of the cor- 
poration. The City Clerk will formally 
decline to attach his name or the seal 
of the city, and then mandamus pro- 
ceedings will be instituted before the 
Supreme Court of the State to compel 
him to sicn the bonds. The City At- 
torney has already prepared the com- 
plaint, and it is probable that he will 
take it to San cisco some time 
this week. 

In his answer to the complaint the 
City Clerk will raise all the objections 


to the bonds suggested in the opinion | 


given by Dillon & Hubbard to Seymour 
Bros. & Co., to whom the school bonds 
were awarded. The bid of Seymour 
Bros & Co. was made subject to a de- 
cision in favor of the bonds by John F. 
Dillon of New York. When the eastern 
lawyer refused to indorse the bonds on 
account of certain legal points in con- 
nection with their issue. the eastern 
firm asked to withdraw its bid. Instead 
a contract between the bond firm and 
the city was substituted whereby the 
firm agrees to take the issue, provided 
a decision is obtained from the Su- 
preme Court sustaining their legality. 

It is this decision that is now sought 
by the city in order to make possible 
the marketing of the issue, and the con- 
sequent improvements in the public- 
school facilities of the city. Three 
principal technical objections were 
raised by Dillon & Hubbard against the 
school bonds; namely. the way in 
which the city was divided into elec- 
tion precincts, the form of ballot, and 
the charter provision limiting the in- 
debtedness of the city. These points 
were not cited as positive objections 
against the bonds. but merely as ‘mat- 
ters requiring further investigation be- 
fore a decision could be given in their 
favor. 

All these points will be given special 
attention in the answer to the com- 
plaint, and as all the points apply with 
equal force to the water bonds, with 
the exception of the $2,000,000 limit of 
indebtedness, it- is honed to settle by 
thie action all the objections that might 
be raised against the $2,090,000 water- 
works bonds, other than the potnt con- 
cerning the water arbitration. The City 
Clerk will have an attorney ap; ointed 
to formally represent him befrre the 
court, and it is probable that the firm 
of Lee & Scott will act tn this capacity. 
The service will be el ‘~ "ts na- 
ture, and will not entail any great ex- 
penge upon the city. 

The city authorities are honveful of 
an early decision, but the matter may 
be delayed three months or more. There 
is a rule of the court that all cases 
be completed, where possible, within 
ninety days. Under this ruling the 
City Attorney expects to receive within 
the next few days a decision tin the 
street-opening case, known as Callag- 
han Byrne et al. vs, John H. Drain, 
Street Superintendent, brought to ene 
join the etty from opening an alley in 
the block boun@ed_by Broadway, Hill, 
Fifth and Sixth eets. The case was 
submitted on briefs October 11, and the 
decision will soon be overdue. It is 
not thought that ahe decision of the 
court In the schd@l-bond case can be 
deferred for a longer time, and a 
much earlier return is expected. 


STREET-CAR HEADLIGHTS. 
BRILLIANCE MAY.BE DIMMED. 
At the Council session on Monday Mr. 

Vetter made a motion that some means 
be devised to lessen the brilliance of 
the headlights on street cars while they 
are passing through the business sec- 
tion of the city. The Council  in- 
structed the City Electrician to inves- 
tigate and report on the best means of 
obtaining the end sought. 

City Electrician Francis said yester- 
day that he would recommend that the 
railway companies be required to place 
a shield of ground glass or some simil- 
lar opaque matefial over the are 
headlights while passing tMrough the 
center of the city. All that would be 
necessary would be to place a light 
framework on the car fitted with a de- 
vice for lowering and raising the screen 
and the blinding glare. now so notice- 
ible, could be reduced to any extent 


desired. 

Considerable complaint has been 
made recently about the headlights 
on street cars. It Is sald that when the 
fire department is running to a fire the 
drivers are unable to keep a proper 
lookout for teams and pedestrians if 
one of the bright lights happens to be 
shining on the street. The glare of the 
are light, heightened by the strong 
lenses employed, almost blinds the 


drivers, it is claimed, and there is dan- 
ger serious accidents this 
source unless something is done to 
lessen the brilliance of the headlights 
Those in favor of the regulation point 
out that the main streets are always 
well lighted and that it is not neces- 
sary that the motorman should have 
a strong light thrown from the car. 


Catch Basin Changed. 

The catch basin recently constructed 
at the corner of Fremont avenue and 
Temple street is being remodeled so as 
to bring it to the official grade. The 
Temple Street Cable Railway Company 
has agreed to bear the expense in con- 
sideration of having the change made. 


Goncrete Work Begins. 

The concrete work on the north ap- 
proach to the Broadway tunnel wil! 
probably begin next Monday. The 
work thus far has progressed to the 
satisfaction of the City Engineer.

MASCAREL ESTATE MUDDLE. 


CHILDREN COME FORTH AGAIN 
ALLEGING FRAUD. 


They Accuse Max Goldschmidt, 
James Larquier and Others of Con- 
spiring Against the Mascarel Estate 
and Obtaining Valuable Property. 
Suit Commenced to Set Aside Deeds. 


The Mascarel children think they 
have found another hole through which 
has leaked to waste about $50,000’more 
of their father’s estate. And they have 
again stirred up a lot of smells savoring 
of corruption and fraud. Constance M. 
Goytino, Slyvester Mascarel and Hor- 
tense Mascarel began an action yester- 
cay against Max Goldschm‘!t, .ames 
Larquier, H. G. Weyse and Rudolph 
G Weyse—to say nothing of a dozen 
John Does and Jane Roes—to «et aside 
five deeds to properties on Wilminzton, 
Commercial, College, Aliso and Ala- 
meda streets. These pfoperties are im- 
proved, and yield large incomes. The 
plaintiffs now ask that the defendant 
be required to give an accounting of 
all moneys that they have ever recei\ ed 
from the property in controversy, aiter 
the court shall have declared the deeds 
null and void by reason ui ulleged 


raud. 

The plaintiffs aver that in the life- 
time of José Mascarel, who ('ctu- 
ber 8 1899, there brewed a deep cun- 
spiracy to defraud him out of all of 
his property. Prior to September 16, 
1897. he received a severe paralytic 
stroke, which weakened greatly his 
physical and mental! faci'ttes, and «f- 
fered a rich opportunity for the so- 
called gang of conspirators. He was 
feeble in health, impaired by disorders, 
his memory failing, and unacquainted 
with the English language, so it is al- 
lewed; and he never attempted to do 
any business without the assistance of 
his trusted agents, chief among whom 
were Larquier and H. G. Weyse, de- 
fendants in the action just begun. José 
Mascarel is alleged to have been under 
their control and influence for many 
years prior to his death. Rudolph 
Weyse is a brother of H. G. Weyse, and 
the trusted employé of Max Gold- 
schmidt. Rudolph also is said to have 
enjoyed great influence over the old 
man, 

On September 16. 1897, it is alleged 
that Larquier, while pretending to act 
as attorney and counsellor of José Mas- 
earel, although in fact, it is averred, 
he was acting as the coniidential arent 
of Goldschmidt and the Werse broth- 
ers, advised and importaned the old 
man, in his weak and Jebili‘ated con- 
dition, to convey the property in gques- 
tien to Goldschmidt for a dominal ccn- 
sideration, on the ground that ‘t was 
for his best interests in every way. 

Goldschmidt is alleged to have in- 
duced Rudolph Weyse. for a considera- 
tion. to exert “his well-known influence 
over Mascare! to make things turn to 
the advantage of his employer. Piaint- 
iffa feel confident that ‘heir father cid 
not realize the nature of the -vnvey- 
ances he made to Goldschm4t, and 
that the latter's agents have continu- 
ally since that time been collecting val- 
vable rents from the property in con- 
troversy in fraud of the rights of the 
deceased, who was over 80 years old 
when he died. Therefore, it is asked 
that the deeds be set aside and an ac- 
counting be made. 


WITNESS GIVEN UP. 


RREMMERMAN STILL MISSING. 

After convincing Judge Trask that 
no diligence had been spared in trying 
to locate Henry C. Bremmerman, the 
missing eyewitness in the Crandall 
murder case, the prosecution was per- 
mitted yesterday morning to read the 
testimony he gave at the preliminary 
examination held only a few weeks 
after the killing. The State had been 
trying for two days to introduce his 
testimony, but the defense was op- 
posed to any such proceeding, on the 
ground that the prosecution had not 
acted with sufficient diligence in trying 
to subpoena Bremmerman. ' 

The entire Sheriff's force, however, 
as well as the night watch of the po- 
lice force, were unable to find him 
after searching the city from high to 
low Monday night, and after this had 
been done, Judge Trask concluded 
to allow the testimony to go in. 

At 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
a wild telephone message rang into 
Department One that a police officer had 
seen Bremmerman, and that he could 
easily be served with a subpoena. 
Court adjourned for half an hour, and 
everybody stood around expecting to 
see the missing witness at last brought 
into court. But few know just what he 
looks like. 

At 3:30 he did not appear and court 
reconvened, to proceed with the trial. 
It soon developed that the clew sup- 
posed to be so certain was four days 
old. Had Bremmerman been discov- 
ered at that late hour. however, it 
would have been Impossible to put him 
on the stand, inasmuch as hie testi- 
mony was already in evidence. 


FICTITIOUS CHECK. 

GREEN HELD FOR PASSING ONE. 

Charles Green, a very subdued-look- 
ing man of middle age, was given a 
preliminary hearing in the Township 
Court yesterday morning and held to 
answer under $1000 for passing a fic- 
titious check. Whether he ts the guilty 
party or not, at any rate George Wing, 
a Chinaman, who cashed the paper is 
out of pocket $8.60. The check read as 
follows: 

“LOS ANGELES, Dec. 23, 1899. 
“First National Bank of California. 
“Pay to Charles W. Gray or bearer $8.60, 

“Bight dollars and sixty cents. 
“GEORGE W. STIMSON.” 
The check was indorsed as follows: 
“Pay Charles W. Green or bearer. 
Charlies W. Gray. Charlies Green.” 
The complaint then alleges that there 
are not and never were any such per- 
sons as Gray and Stimpson, and that 
Green was merely attempting to get 
the better of the bank. The Chinaman 
avers that Green asked him to cash it 
Sunday evening, stating that the next 
day was Christmas and he couldn't 
get Into the bank until Tuesday. 
Rut Green's story is different. He 
denies that he said anything. He avers 
that he has known a man who said his 
name was Gray, for five or six months. 
Gray owed him $3.50, and after being 
away in the mountains on the other

side of Randsburg. for four or five 
months, he stumbled onto Gray that 


Sunday night on Second street near ; 


Los Angeles. Gray offered to pay him 
the $3.50 he owed him, and promptly 
drew a check from his pocket, stepped 
into the light and apparently indorsed 
it to Green with a lead pencil. Green 
asked him no questions about Stimp- 
son, but accepting the check, went 
across the street to the Chinaman’s 
establishment, bought $2.60 worth of 
lottery tickets, and handed Gray %. 
The extra 10-cent piece Gray refused 
to take. 

Green is a hod carrier, and has lived 
in this city many years. He now has 
no idea where his friend Gray has 
gone, and officers who have searched 
for him have found no trace. If ever 
there was such a man as this particu- 
lar Gray he may have disappeared 
from the face of the earth, the officers 
say. 


ACCOUNTING SUED FOR. 

D. L. ALLEN MADE DEFENDANT. 

Mrs. E. H. Andross was in Judge 
Webb's court yesterday suing D. L. 
Allen for an accounting. Allen is Mrs. 
Andross’s business agent, and has been 
employed by her in such capacity since 
January, 1898. She avers that the ap- 
pointment was made at his instance 
and request. During all this time he 
has managed her property and busi- 
ness without, it is alleged, ever having 
made any accounting. He is said to 
have received directly from her and in 
profits not less than $3500, besides $500 
worth of personal property belonging 
to her.

ARE USED AS CIGAR LIGHTERS, 
CHEWED BY DOGS, ETC.*’ 


[Washington Star:] “While it tannot 
be stated that it is an American habit 
to light lamps and gas with money,” 
explained an official of the redemption 
division of the Treasury Department 
to a Star reporter, “there are a num- 
ber who appear actually to have mon-«y 
to burn, and who now and thea burn 
it. There are more money burne too, 
than come to the front and demand a 
redemption of their partly destroyed 
money, for some people hesitate be- 
fore they are willing to appear in such 
an indefensible position. I don’t want 
to be understood as stating,.that it oc- 
curs every day, for that would proba- 
bly ‘be stretching it somewhat, but it 
is a fact that it occurs many more 
times than would be supposed. A pase 
of the kind came to the division last 
week, where a fellow lighted a match 
at the door of his room and from that 
lighted what he supposed was a piece 
of paper which he had in his pocket. 
He started with the lighted paper to 
find the gas jet. He found it, and as 
he blew out his lighted paper he ascer- 
tained to his surprise and disgust, that 
his taper was a $10 bill, more than 
one-half of which had been burned. In 
his communication to the Secretary ot 
the Treasury, to whom he was advise. 
to write, he admitted that he was a 
fool and deserved a kick instead ot 
anything’eise, but said as grass was 


to appeal for redcmption. He fur- 
nished the necessary affidavits which, 
under the law, have to be filed in such 
cases, and a new bill was sent tim 
for the half-burned note, which he sent 
in for redemption. Lots of times peo- 
ple burn money, but make no claim 
for redemption, supposing that they 
have no redress in the matter. But 
the Treasury Department does not, as 
a rule, hunt up trouble, so unless the 
claim is made none is suggested.

STRIKE REPORTED. 


LOS ANGELES ‘BLATED OVER 
NEWS FROM ALASKA. 

W. T. Neiswenger and A. Raymer 
returned from Sacramento yes.erday, 
whither théy had gone on business 
connected with r mining interests 
in Alaska. The Sacramento newspa- 
pers recently mentioned a wonderfu! 
strike of gold ore, alleged to have been 
made in Alaska iby a company in 
which Mesers. Neiswender and Raymer 
of chis city own a half interest. Mr. 
Neiswender, when questioned yesterday 
about the truth of ¢his report, said he 
considered that he and his partners 
had cause for elation. 
The object of the trip to Sacramento 
was to meet B. W. wson, formerly 
of this city, who has been prospecting 
in Alaska for Mr. Neiswender and his 
associates for two years. Lawson 
brought down a quantity of samples ot 
ore from a number of claims located by 
him adjacent to Windham Bay. Tes‘s 
made of these samples by the assayers 
of the great Treafiwell mine showed 
the ore to run from $207 to $313 per ton. 
This is phenomegal richness compared 
with the run of the Treadwell mine, 
which is said to be only $1.83 per ton, 
yet it is one of thé greatest gold pro- 
ducers in the world. 
According to Lawson's report the 
ledge which he discovered is seven feet 
in thickness and has been traced for 
a distance of 2800 feet. If the ore will 
average anywhere ncar the assay rate 
there are millions of dollars in sight. 
Windham Bay, near which the al- 
leged discovery was made, is about 
sixty miles south 6f.Juneau. It is a 
landlocked inlet about forty féet deep 
and affords splendii harbor facilities. 
The alleged ledge of fabulous richners 
is only about four miles from the coast 
and extends back under a mammoth 


glacier.
